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Important  Points  in  tlie  Selection  of  an 
Instrument. 


For  the  benefit  of  those  who  are  not  accustomed  to  select  Organs,  we 
mention  a  few  of  the  important  requisites  of  a  good  Instrument  which 
should  be  kept  in  view  in  purchasing. 

1st.  Quality  of  tone. — The  tone  should  be  smooth  and  pure,  free  from 
harshness. 

2d.     Body  of  tone. — The  tones  should  be  full  and  resonant. 

3d.  Equality  of  tone. — Every  tone  should  be  equal  in  power  and  uniform 
in  character. 

4th.  Promptness  of  Action. — Each  tone  should  be  heard  full  and  distinct 
the  instant  the  key  is  touched.  A  good  method  of  testing  the  merits  of  an 
Instrument  in  this  respect,  is  to  draw  the  finger  somewhat  quickly  over  the 
keys. 

5th.  Temperament. — The  instrument  should  be  so  tuned  as  to  render 
chords  in  all  keys  alike  pleasant  to  the  ear. 

6th.  Delicacy  of  Touch. — Quality  of  stock,  thoroughness  of  workman- 
ship and  style  of  finish. 

8th.  Those  Instruments  which  are  most  simple  in  construction  and  con- 
sequently less  liable  to  get  out  of  repair — other  things  being  equal — are 
certainly  to  be  preferred. 

Location. — Care  should  be  taken  not  to  place  an  Instrument  too  near  the 
heat  of  the  fire  or  stove.  Be  careful  that  it  stands  evenly  and  firmly  on 
the  floor.  It  is  desirable,  also,  that  it  be  not  exposed  to  dampness  or  sud- 
den and  extreme  changes  of  temperature.  Many  instruments  are  injured 
by  being  placed  in  such  position  as  to  come  in  contact  with  moist  atmos- 
phere from  open  windows  or  the  direct  rays  of  the  sun. 

Care  of  an  Instrument. — To  prevent  Ivory  Keys  from  turning  yellow, 
Instruments  should  not  be  allowed  to  remain  closed  a  great  length  of  time, 
but  should  be  frequently  opened  and  exposed  to  the  air  and  sunlight,  and  it 
is  desirable  that  a  suitable  cover  be  provided  to  protect  and  preserve 
the  Instrument.  A  graduating  stool  is  essential  to  the  comfort  and  ease  of 
the  player. 

Tuning,  etc. — Reed  Instruments  are  tuned  by  filing  the  tongue  of  the 
reeds  with  a  fine  file.  If  any  tone  is  too  low,  it  may  be  raised  by  filing  the 
point  of  the  tongue.  If  too  high,  it  may  be  made  lower  by  filing  the  other 
end  near  where  it  is  made  fast  to  the  reed  block.  In  filing,  do  not  shorten 
the  tongue  but  file  the  flat  surface.  Care  should  be  taken  not  to  file  off"  too 
much,  as  a  very  little  will,  in  most  cases,  have  the  desired  effect.  Where 
one  or  two  reeds  are  out  of  tune,  the  point  of  a  pen  knife  blade  may  be 
used  when  a  file  is  not  at  hand.  Sometimes  a  reed  is  prevented  from 
soiuiding,  by  a  particle  of  dust  or  grit  getting  between  the  tongue  and 
the  block.  A  careful  removal  of  this  will  remedy  the  difficulty.  But  it 
should  be  borne  in  mind,  that  reeds  properly  tuned  at  the  factory,  seldom, 
if  ever,  change  in  pitch  ;  and  particles  of  dust  accumulating  on  the  tongue 
of  the  reed,  may  vary  the  pitch  and  give  the  impression  that  the  reed  is 
out  of  tune,  when,  in  fact,  it  only  requires  cleaning.  The  tuning  of  rpeds 
should  never  be  attempted  except  by  persons  experienced  and  skilled  in 
this  delicate  department  of  work. 


Directions  for  Operating  the  Instrument. 


Place  both  feet  firmly  on  the  pedals,  moving  each  pedal  alternately  to 
its  full  extent  up  and  down,  it  being  much  easier  to  supply  the  instrument 
with  wind  by  so  doing.  For  soft  efiects,  blow  very  slowly,  but  for  "full 
organ' '  with  Sub  Bass  and  Octave  Coupler,  a  rapid  movement  of  pedals  is 
necessary, 

"  Conibination  Swell "  is  controlled  by  the  ''knee  lever."  It  remains 
closed  unless  opened  by  moving  the  knee  slightly  to  the  right.  The  most 
beautiful  Crescendo,  Diminuendo  and  Sforzando  effects,  can  be  produced 
by  a  skilful  use  of  the  knee  lever. 

"STOPS." 

The  "  Diapason  "  draws  the  Bass,  and  "  Melodia  "  the  treble  of  one  set 
of  reeds,  voiced  full,  round  and  smooth,  tone  of  8  feet  pitch. 

"Viola"  draws  the  Bass,  and  "Flute,"  the  treble  of  another  set  of 
Reeds,  4  feet  pitch,  (one  octave  higher,)  and  are  more  brilliant  in  tone  than 
Diapason  set.  The  Vox  Celeste  is  an  indei)endent  set  of  reeds,  and  is 
used  in  connection  with  Melodia  and  Diapason,  or  with  full  organ.  The 
"Octave  Coupler"  is  composed  of  asetof I>eversmadefrom  heavy  iron 
wire ;  each  wire  spans  an  octave,  and  is  so  arranged — when  the  "  coupler  "  is 
in  position — as  to  bring  down  the  Octave  to  any  Key  that  is  touched  ;  thus 
having  the  effect  to  nearly  doiAle  the  pmcer  of  the  Instrument. 

The  Couplers  used  in  our  Instruments,  are  of  the  celebrated  "  Wilcox 
patent,"  and,  being  made  of  iron,  the  levers  never  shrink  nor  vary  their 
position  from  exposure  to  different  degrees  of  temperature.  [  A  serious  ob- 
jection  to  all  other  couplers.)  It  might  appropriately  be  styled  the  "  ne  plus 
ultra"  of  couplers,  for  certainly,  nothing  mare  simple  could  be  devised, 
nothing  more  certain  of  prompt  and  easy  action,  and  nothing  so  free  from 
possibility  of  getting  out  of  repair. 

The  Sub  Bass  is  an  independent  set  of  Reeds,  16  feet  pitch,  and  one 
octave  compass  located  over  the  air  chamber,  just  back  of  the  kev  board. 

Vox  Humana  is  used  ordinarily  as  a  Solo  stop — in  connection  with 
"  Diapason"  and  "Melodia,"  and  tlie  ''Celeste"  may  be  used  at  intervals 
with  the  Vox  Humana,  but  when  power  is  wanted,  the  Vox  Humana  stop 
should  invariably  be  closed. 

The  Ce],()  is  used  as  a  Solo  stop,  and  with  full  organ  adds  greatly  to  the 
power.  The  stops  divide  at  middle  C  in  double  reed  organs,  and  at  A 
below  middle  C,  in  organs  having  Vox  Celeste. 

Combinations  of  Stops  for  Styles  7,  8,  C  and  D. 

1.  Diapason  and  Melodiafor  soft  nmsic,  and  in  playing  church  music  ac- 
companyments,  etc.,  where  power  is  not  desirable.  Add  ^'iola  and  Flute, 
and  you  have  the  full  power  of  tlie  instrument.  This  Conibination  is  adapted 
to  quick  music  and  when  power  and  brilliancy  are  required. 

(2d.)  Diapason  and  Flute,  play  stacc;ilo  or  sustained  accompanyment  in 
bass,  below  middle  C.  Solo  and  riglit  hand  in  Flute. 

(3d.)  Add  Viola,  play  detached  accompanyment ;  Flute  solo  with  right 
hand. 

(4th.)     Close  Flute,  add  Melodia,  play  same  style  music. 

(oth.)  Close  Diapason,  i)lay  solo  with  right  liand,  light  staccato  accom- 
panyment with  left-hand,  Add  Forte. 

(dth.)  Add  Flute,  play  sustained  or  detached  accompanyment ;  solo 
with  riglit  h;ind. 

(7th.)  Ch.-e  Forte  and  Flute,  play  solo  in  Viola  with  right  hand, 
accompanyment  in  Melodia  with  left  hand,  i  hands  crossed.) 

(Sth.)  "Viola  and  Flute,  use  this  combination  when  music  is  written 
higher  than  the  fourth  space  above  stafi;  playing  music  one  octave  lower 
than  written. 


Combinations  of  Stops. 


Combinations  for  Styles  10  and  17. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  the  following  combinations  can  be  produced 
on  these  styles : 

(1.)  Diapason  and  Melodia,  Vox  Humana;  play  smooth  connected 
solo  with  right  hand  in  Melodia,  detached  or  sustained  accompaniment 
with  left  hand,  using  tlie  knee  swell  for  Crescendo  and  Diminuendo  efl'ects, 
care  being  taken  lliut  the  movements  of  swell  be  as  gradual  as  possible. 
Add  Viohi  and  Flute,  for  power  and  brilliancy  ;  play  same  as  before. 

(2.)  Close  Diapason,  play  deiauhed  accompaniment;  solo  with  right 
liand. 

(3.)     Close  Flute,  play  same  style  music;  add  Forte. 

(4.)  Diapason,  Flute  and  Vox  Humana  solo  in  Diapason  with  right 
hand  ;  detached  accompaniment  with  left  hand  on  Flute,  (hands  crossed). 

(5.)     Close  Diapason,  add  Viola  ;  play  same  as  before. 

Combinations  for  Styles  18,  21  and  22. 

The  same  combinations  can  be  produced  on  these  as  on  preceding  styles, 
(excepting  those  with  Vox  Humana)  and  the  following  in  addition  : 

(1.)  Diapason,  Melodia  and  Octave  Coupler;  play  sustained  chords. 
This  is  a  good  combination  where  power,  but  not  brilliancy,  is  desired. 

(2.)     Add  Viola,  Flute  and  Sub  Bass,  for  power  and  brilliancy. 

(3.)     Close  Sub  Bass  ;  play  music  an  octave  lower  than  it  is  written. 

(4.)  Close  Diapason  ;  play  sustained  or  staccato  accompaniment,  solo 
with  right  hand  ;  also  play  solo  with  right  hand  in  Viola,  staccato  accom- 
paniment on  Melodia  and  Flute  with  left  hand  ;  (hands  crossed.) 

1 5.)     Close  Viola,  add  Diapason  ;  play  same  as  before. 

Combinations  for  Styles  9  and  23. 

All  combinations  given  for  Styles  7,  8,  C  and  D,  can  be  produced  on 
these  styles  ;  also,  the  following  in  addition  : 

(1.)  Diapason,  Melodia.  Vox  Celeste;  play  sustained  harmony,  such 
as  church  music,  etc.  A  very  beautiful  effect  is  produced  by  this  stop 
(Vox  Celeste)  used  in  this  connection. 

(2.)     Add  Viola  and  Flute  for  more  brilliancy  and  power. 

Combinations  for  Styles  25  and  40. 

The  same  combinations  as  Styles  23  and  9,  and  in  addition,  the  Vox 
Humana,  which  is  used  same  as  in  Style  10. 

Combinations  for  Sty'les  30,  31  and  F  Extra. 

(1.)  Close  Diapason,  play  accompaniment  in  Viola,  solo  with  right 
hand. 

These  Styles  contain  the  Sub  Bass  and  Octave  Coupler,  in  addition  to 
Styles  25  aiid  40. 

All  preceding  combinations  can  be  produced  in  these  styles,  together 
with  mjiny  more,  which  will  suggest  themselves  to  the  player. 

For  full  organ,  draw  all  stops  excepting  the  Vox  Humana  and  Forte, 
and  use  the  swell  lever.  The  Forte  increases  the  power  of  the  Diapason 
and  Melodia  set  of  reeds,  and  is  used  only  in  solo  effects,  or  when  the  back 
set  of  reeds  should  be  loud  and  front  set  soft,  but  should  never  be  drawn 
when  you  desire  to  use  the  knee  swell. 

The  Vox  Humana  is  more  distinct  when  used  with  Diapason  and 
Melodia. 

In  Style  F  and  all  Combination  Organs,  the  back  set  of  reeds  (Diapason 
and  Melodia,)  are  connected  with  the  Scribner  Patent  Qualifying  Tubes, 
whereby  the  quality  of  tone  is  much  improved  and  the  volume  greatly 
increased.

The  Simmons  &  Clough  Organ  Company— An  Extension  of  their  Manu- 
factory Contemplated— What  they  are  doing  and  Propose  to  do. 

Of  the  many  large  manufacturing  establishments  which  are  making  De- 
troit known  throughout  the  country  as  a  manufacturing  city,  the  Simmons 
&  Clough  Organ  Company  are  doing  their  share,  inasmuch  as  their  justly 
celebrated  instruments  are  being  shipped  every  week  into  ail  parts  of  the 
United  States,  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific,  and  from  Maine  to  Texas. 
On  the  first  of  January,  1872,  the  Simmons  &  Clough  Organ  Company  was 
organized  with  a  capital  of  $50,000,  taking  the  business  of  Messrs.  Simmons 
&  Clough,  which  firm  began  the  business  of  making  organs  some  six  or 
seven  years  ago  in  this  city.  Out  of  this  capital  I 'icy  purchased  a  lot  V20 
by  138  feet,  and  erected  a  large  five  story  brick  factory,  35  by  120  feet,  on 
the  corner  of  Sixth  and  Congress  streets,  the  building  being  completed  and 
occupied  on  the  first  of  June,  1872.  Tliey  found  their  quarters  too  small 
for  the  requirements  of  their  business  and  immediately  erected  a  frame 
building  on  the  east  side  of  their  lot  for  the  temporary  accommodation  of 
their  workmen,  who  could  not  find  room  in  their  factory  proper,  and  tiiis 
building  is  used  for  the  manufactory  of  tlie  bellows  for  organs. 

Notwithstanding  the  recent  erection  of  tiiis  large  building  and  the  addi- 
tion spoken  of,  the  business  of  the  firm  has  so  largely  increased  and  the 
demand  for  their  excellent  instruments  has  been  so  great  as  to  necessitate 
the  doubling  of  their  capacity,  in  order  to  turn  out  their  musical  instru- 
ments in  sufficient  quantity  to  supply  the  demand.  Tiie  firm  are  accord- 
ingly now  planning  and  propose  soon  to  erect  a  brick  addition  to  their 
present  five-story  building,  to  be  six  sjtories  high,  40  feet  in  width,  and  ex- 
tending along  the  whole  line  of  their  lot  fronting  on  Congress  street  138 
feet,  and  costing  from  $25,000  to  $30,000.  They  also  expect  to  build  an 
addition  on  the  rear  end  cf  their  lot,  of  the  same  dimensions,  for  ware- 
rooms  and  for  tuning  purposes,  which  when  completed,  will  give  the  build- 
ing the  shape  of  a  hollow  square,  and  it  will  be  one  of  the  largest  organ 
manufactories  in  the  country,  it  now  being  the  largest  west  of  New  York 
State. 

The  Simmons  &  Clough  Organ  Company  now  employ  over  100  men, 
among  tliem  some  of  the  best  and  most  experienced  men  in  this  business  in 
the  country,  some  of  them  being  among  the  most  skillful  men  in  their  res-

pective  lines  of  work  from  large  Eastern  establishments.  They  are,  conse- 
quently, thoroughly  conversant  with  their  vocation,  and  the  sound  judg- 
ment of  the  company  in  securing  such  skilled  and  excellent  workmen  has 
been  seen  in  the  acknowledged  merit  of  their  instruments,  which  has 
brought  them  so  greatly  in  demand.  The  capacity  of  the  present  factory 
is  50  organs  per  week,  which  will  be  more  than  doubled  when  the  addi- 
tional factory  is  erected.  Experienced  foremen  superintend  every  depart- 
ment, and  skilled  workmen  only  are  employed  in  the  establishment. 

The  Company  have  adopted  a  system  of  testing  and  timing  their  bellows 
and  "actions,"  by  which  they  claim  that  in  these  two  important  features, 
their  instruments  are  made  to  excel  those  made  by  any  other  manufactur- 
ers, they  having  established  a  higher  standard  in  these  two  particular 
points  than  any  factory  in  the  United  States,  and  are  fully  working  up  to 
it.  The  same  may  be  said  of  every  department  of  their  business.  They 
keep  pace  with  all  the  improvements  and  in  whatever  respect  any  are  made, 
that  will  in  any  way  tend  to  better  the  instrument  they  are  adopted.  Their 
machinery  is  all  new,  and  the  best  that  money  can  buy,  and  the  best  mate- 
rial that  can  be  procured  is  used  for  every  part  of  the  organ.  The  tuning 
department  is  supplied  with  the  best  skill  that  this  country  affords,  and  ten 
experienced  tuners  are  kept  constantly  employed. 

The  company  have  two  large  dry-kilns,  holding  20,000  feet  of  lumber, 
heated  by  steam,  as  is  also  the  whole  building,  and  an  elevator  operated 
by  steam  power  runs  from  the  basement  to  the  fifth  story.  The  boiler, 
and  engines  are  in  a  brick  tire-proof  building  separate  from  the  factories 
and  every  precaution  against  fire  is  taken.  Each  workman  directs  his 
skill  and  attention  to  a  particular  part  of  the  instrument  and  there  are 
constantly  between  700  and  800  organs  in  process  of  construction,  compris- 
ing nearly  50  different  styles  and  ranging  in  price  when  completed,  from 
$50  to  $500  each.  During  the  past  year  the  capital  invested  by  this  com- 
pany has  been  increased  to  over  $100,000. — Detroit  Daily  Tribune.
